WE are every night lamenting the destruction of the late English 
Opera House, when reminded of it by this inconvenient little Theatre ; 
we are convinced it is to this cause alone that the bad houses are to 
be attributed ; it is no fault of Mr.Arnold’s, who certainly has collected 
a company which we are afraid has been on one or two occasions more 
numerous than the andience ; the latter most essential portion of the 
house is, however, increasiog, and we trust Mr. Arnold wil] not be a 
loser eventually, but we heartily wish him in another house ;—by the 
way, Why is not the new Theatre commenced? The Botile Imp was 
performed here last night, Mr. Perkins acting Nicola for the first time, 
followed by The Highland Reel, Pop, and Jlidas. Miss Coveney 
austained the characters of Jfoggy Mc Gilpin, and Apollo ; she isa 
very clever child, and should her voice keep pace with its present pro- 
mise, she will one day rank high as a vocalist; she has evidently made 
considerab'e advance in her musical studies; she sings both with taste 
and feeling, and her articulation is very guod. In The Higland Reel 
she introduced ‘The Banners of Blue,’ which was esecored, and her 
‘Pray Goody,’ in Midas, received a similar favor. At theend of Pop, 
Mr. Bartley informed the audience that upon Miss Ferguson’s arrival 
at the Theatre she had been seized with sudden indisposition, and con- 
sequently she could not perform her part cf Daphne, in Midas. In
